Debs left an hour later for Wash- 


ngton, his release being conditioned, 
he said, upon his reporting to Attor-, 
ney General Daugherty. 
He refused 


,o issue a statement or to comment 
n any way on his case. The train 
upon which he left Atlanta is due in 
Washington about 7:40 a. m. Mon- 
day. 


GETS AN OVATION.

Forest Service of 


U. S. Is in Danger 


A BerlouB attack on tho United 


States Forest Service will soon be in 
th» naws from Washington. In tha 
House the Curry Bill (H. R. 6964), In 
the Senate the King- Bill (S. 2740), 
end ths New Bill (S. 2382) provide 
for transferring the Forest Service 
In whole or in part from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. 


In the Department of Agriculture, 


where they are now, the Forest Serv- 
ice «nd tha national forests are safe, 
and their purpose la to grow trees, 
and they belong naturally In the 
Department which has to do with 
growing all crops. 
Forestry Is a 


part of agriculture and is so recog- 
nized the world around. 


When the Interior Department had 


charge of the national forests, years 
ago, they were so badly handled that 
President Roosevelt was forced to 
Insist upon their transfer to the De- 
partment ol Agriculture. 


The Department 
of Agriculture 


has much forest work to do outside 
the national forests. There are more 
acres by twenty million In wooalots 
on farms than In all the remaining 
public domain, of which the Interior 
Department has charge. If the For- 
est Service were transferred, the De- 
partment of Agriculture would ha 
complied to build up a similar or- 
ganization, thus leading to more du- 
plication In the government service 
Instead of less. 


Forestry is doing admirably where 


It Is. There Is not one sound reason 
of any kind for the proposed trans- 
fer. 


It Is well understood In Washing- 


ton that the same interests that at- 
tempted to gobble up the natural re- 
sources of Alaska In Secretary Bal- 
llnger's time are at it again. Tha 
beat stalking horse of the men be- 
hind the 
grab Is the claim that 


Alaska Is going backward. 


The fact Is Alaskan business has 


actually been growing faster 
than 


th» business of the 
United States, 


although the latter has been in- 
creasing at a rate without precedent 
in the world's history. 


Tha National Forests In Alaska, If 


they can he saved, will produce two 
million cords of pulpwood annually 
for all time, or enough to supply 
one-third of the present needs of the 
United States. The Forest Service In 
the Department of Agriculture has 
completed plans for developing this 
great resource In a way to open It 
to the public but keep the grabbers 
out. 


More than half our timber Is gon» 


already. Only one-sixth of our vir- 
gin forests remain, and they are be- 
ing out at a rate that will destroy 
them entirely 
before 
twenty-five 


years. 
Only a little more 
unre- 


stricted forest devastation will bring 
down upon us tha dangerous hard- 
ships of a timber famine.

TEXT OF MESSAGE. 


The text of the message follows: 
"To the people of India: 
"The United States of America has 


never failed to extend sympathy and 
support to all peoples who are strug- 
gling for freedom. 


"A short time ago our army re- 


turned from overseas after 
having 


brought victory to the allied cause. 
Our entrance into this great strug- 
gle was predicated upon the princi- 
ple that 'the just powers of govern- 
ment are derived from the consent 
of the governed' and our aid was 
accepted by the allies upon the the- 
ory that at the close of the war peo- 
ples everywhere should be permitted 
to determine for 
themselves 
the 


character of government under which 
they shall live. 


"PROMISED IN GREAT WAR." 
"Our right not only to sympathize 


with the people of India and Ireland 
and Egypt 
who are struggling for 


the right of self-determination but 
to give them active support Is con- 
ceded by the promises of our asso- 
ciates in the great war and sealed 
by the blood of our soldiers.
